1. UNDP REP HERE (BERNANDER) AND UNHCR REP (CHRIS 
CARPENTER) WHO FOR SOME MONTHS HAVE BEEN IN CLOSE TOUCH 
WITHHOLDEN ROBERTO OF FNLA HAVE NOW SEPARATELY HEARD 
FROM THEIR HEADQUARTERS THAT THEY CANNOT PROCEED WITH 
PROJECTS THEY WERE DEVELOPING. BERNANDER. WHO WAS 
DEVELOPING HEALTH AND EDUCATION PROJECTS, HAS QUITE 
LOGICALLY BEEN TOLD THAT UNDP WOULD WORK WITH NEW

INTEREST IN FNLA - THAT GOZ IS NOT FULLY IN ACCORD 
WITH HOLDEN'S PLANS ON GROUNDS MANY OF REFUGEES ARE 
USEFULLY INTEGRATED INTO ZAIRIAN SOCIETY AND THEIR ABRUPT 
DEPARTURE MIGHT WELL ADD TO ECONOMIC DISLOCATIONS HERE. 

BE THIS AS IT MY, HOLDEN'S GOVERNMENT IN EXILE HAS 
PREPARED FAIRLY DETAILED PLANS FOR REPATRIATION AND 
WILL ENDEAVOR TO DO ITS BEST WITH OR WITHOUT UN HELP.
